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Some Great Songs 


“ Nearer ray God to Thee,” was 
writtenby a woraanof England, Sarah 
Flower Adams, whose great literary 
labors were done in lirst half of the 
last century, and whose life closed in 
1849. 
“ Safe in the Arms of Jesus,” was 
written by Mrs. Venelstyne, known as 
the Blind Poet, after a d ay ’s jostling 
through the crowded streets, guided 
by a loving hand. 
“ Abide W ith Me,” was the work 
of Henry Francis Lyte, curate of 
Lower Brixham, England, in the year 
1847, when he found himself, with his 
ambition gone, his heart heavy with 
a failure in love, and in broken spir- 
' its. 
John Henry Newman, in 1835, dur­ 
ing the great crisis of his life, and 
after a severe illness, was traveling 
from Italy on his way to England, 
when he becalmed for a week between 
Corsica and Sadina. 
Then he wrote 
“ Lead, Kindly Light,” and called it 
‘ ‘The P illar of Cloud. 
One day Charles Wesley was sitting 
by an open window, looking over the 
beautiful fields, when he saw a little 
bird pursued by a hawk. 
The poor 
thing, weak and frightened, seeking 
to escape from its enemy, flew into the 
room and found refuge in W esley’s 
bosom. 
As the poet was then in great 
trouble, the incident inspired him to 
write the famous hymn, the second 
lineof which is “ Let me to thy bosom 
fly. 
The Rev. W illiam Wiliams, born 
in 1717, was a Welsh clergyman, and 
gave to the church that beautiful 
hymn whose opening lines breathe a 
prayer and acknowledge human weak­ 
ness- 
“ Guide me, O, 
Thou great 
Jehova.” 
Charlotte Elliot, an invalid whose 
father was host to Dr. Caesar Mal an, 
on his visit to England, was by his 
words inspired to write the beautiful 
words, “ Just as I am ,” first publish­ 
ed anonymously fourteen years later, 
in 1836. 
Some time after its appear­ 
ance, a friend handed her a leaflet, 
containing the hymn, saying he was 
sure she would like it. Then, for the 
first time, she acknowledged its auth­ 
orship.

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MORE FOREST GUARDS NEEDEQ. 
At the close of a summer season in 
which there has been the heaviest 
timber loss on record as a result of 
forest fires interest will naturally at­ 
tach to a bulletin recently put out by 
the forest service on this subject. In 
J it is recited the fact that as a result 
of the rapidiy increasing value of lum 
ber and forests private owners, lum­ 
ber companies and state and federal 
forest experts are co-operating for a 
more effective protection of the forest 
wealth of the country. The fire fight­ 
ing campaign includes a thorough pa­ 
trol system, organized fire fighting 
squads, together with tools and equip­
